(c) The terms "United States" and "this cou'ntry^' mean the Un ited. States of 
America, its territories and possessions. 

(d) The word "patentee" includes not only the patentee to whom;the patent 
was issued but also the successors in title to 'the' patentee. ■ 



35 U.S.C. 101. Inventions patentable. Whoever invents or.discovers any new and 
useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and ' 
useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions . 
and requirements of this title. 



35 U.S.C. 102. Conditions for patentability; novelty and. loss of right to patent. 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unle ss —

vention thereof by the applicant for patent, or 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of the application for patent in the United States, or 

(c) he has abandoned the invention, or _ 

(d) the invention was first patented or cause to be patented by the applicant 
or his lega I repre sentatives or assigns . in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an" -appli cation fil.ed more than 
twel ve months before the filing of the a ppl i ca tibn' in the United States, "Or 

(e) the in-vention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention ^hereof by the appli- 
cant for-patent, or 

{f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented, or 
<g) before the applicant's invention thereof the invention Was made in this 
country by another who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In 
determining priority of invention there shall be considered not only the respec- 
tive dates of conception and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the 
reasonable diligence of one who was first to conceive and last to reduce to 
practice, from a time prior to conception by the other.
